Then why is unemployment still prevalent 
of our population 
living on relief, governments and councils at 
their wits’ ends to get money enough to pay 


everywhere, with one-tenth 


their bills? 


One reason is that since a year ago 190,000 
young men and women have come of ege and 
are looking for work. The United States being 
closed to them, they have perforce stayed at 
home, and constitute a new labor supply equal 


to that which has been “absorbed” during 
year. 


A second reason is that thousands of people, 
dispossessed of their property by deflation, are 
now looking for employment they did not need 
in better times. The depression has swelled the 
ranks of employment seekers in direct propor- 
tion as it has eaten up the savings of people who 
were well-to-do. They must now find wages or 


receive relief to live 


And while the number of job-hunters in- 
creases year by year, the number of jobs does 
not increase in proportion. The mechanization 
of industry is going on apace. Fewer people 
are needed now than in former years to turn 
out the same quantity of products. Set as many 
people at work as were working in 1928-29 and 
there still would be widespread unemployment,

larger. Machines have been installed in the 
meantime in a thousand plants, for the sole 
purpose of reducing the r er of “hands” 
required. 

That is the basic reason why unemployment 
continues while employment figures go up. 
More people are employed than a year ago, but 
more people have been made unemployable by 
the multiplying of labor-saving machinery. 

This is the real “problem” of unemployment, 
which will confront parliament when it meets 
a month hence. Until it is solved we can have 
nothing but statistical prosperity; presenting 
the curious spectacle of hundreds of thousands 
of people subsisting on relief while the tabu- 
lators broadcast statistics to show how rapidly 
wealth is being turned out.

Fasting and Dieting | SIDE GLANCES-By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Now that the heliday feasting days are over, 
I am sure some words of advice will be helpful 
to you in overcoming the unpleasant symptoms 
arising from your dietetic indiscretions. 

The custom of stuffing with food at holiday 
times is one as old as recorded history, and it 
has appeared that this fact 
alone is insufficient excuse 
for continuing this practise 
Man is at best only a bundle 
of habits--some helpful, some 
harmful. 

Feasting is, at any time, 
an injurious practise, and one 
that can not be too strongly 
condemned from the stand- 
point of health. Gorging at 
the table has killed many 
more people than all of the 
wars in the world’s history, and there are no 
special days when Nature allows intemperance 
to flourish without the very definite conse- 
quences which must follow such Violation of 
natural laws. Excuse yourself, if you like, at 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, but the fact re- 
mains thet the doctors’ offices are most crowded 
after the holidays. However, for a while now, 
the feast days are practically over, and I can 
but urge you to make temperance a regular 
thing in your everyday life. 

From my experience I know that HEALTH 
IS THE NORMAL CONDITION OF THE BODY, 
WHICH EXISTS ONLY WHEN THE BODY 
IS NOT HANDICAPPED BY EXCESSES OF 
FOOD AND INSUFFICIENT EXERCISE. The 
greatest cause of disease is an interference with 
the normal processes of the body. Such inter- 
ference is produced mainly through eating too 
much food and taking that food in haphazard 
combinations.
